Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative(s) explained that the claimed steps of 
multiplying, determining and sampling are not performed by Chow in a GPU, as recited previously in claim 2. 
Rather, applicant's representatives explained that Chow performed these functions in a VCDU (i.e. Figure 2, numeral 
24). 

Examiner's explained that the VCDU of Chow is separate from the CPU, (i.e. Figure 2, numeral 12) and that the VCDU 
is in fact a processing unit that processes graphics. 

Further, the claim does not define the specifics of what a GPU is, therefore, Chow's VDCU meets the requirements of 
the GPU as recited in the claim .
